OF THE 


TOWN SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


AND OF THE 


BOARD OF EDUCATION FOR DISTRICT No, 1,

The Board of education for District Number One_respect- 
fully present the following Report: 

We have had, as usual, the past year, three terms of twelve 
weeks in each of the four schools of the district, giving to all the 
scholars thirty-six weeks of schooling. 

The classification and course of study adopted at the begin- 
ning of the year have simplified the management and enhanced 
the effectiveness of the schools, and proved satisfactory to the 
Board in all respects. A carefully prepared and properly graded 
curriculym is essential to the best results in our public schools, 
as it is a promotive of correct mental habits and renders the ac- 
quisition of knowledge, otherwise sporadic and fragmentary, sys- 
tematic and thorough. 7 

It is our desire that our schools shall awaken mental activ- 
ity and direct it into the methods and along the lines upon which 
it must move in after life. The scholar should acquire exactness 
and facility in what will be most useful in his future work. To 
this end we have endeavored to make the duties and associations 
of the sohool-room pleasurable and attractive, rather than dur- 
densome and repulsive. Satisfactory work has been done in all 
the departments, and their general influence, we feel assured, 
has tended to elevation and refinement and not to coarseness 
and vulgarity.

Miss Armes has given to the High School the past year the 
same thorough, pains-taking work which has characterized her 
instruction elsewhere, and for which her pupils cannot fail to be 
grateful in after years. The value of her excellent instruction in 
vocal music can hardly be overestimated. The constant purpose 
of the teacher to secure exactness and faithfulness on the part of 
the scholars must have a marked influence in all their future 
work. 
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Miss Miller has had charge of the Intermediate School for 
four years, and her influence and usefulness have increased from 
first to last. Never has she had so entirely the love of her schol- 
ars.and the respect of their parents as to-day. The Board but 
express the general voice when they say, ‘“‘ Well done, good and 
faithful servant.” 

Miss Hilliard, a graduate of our Normal School, took charge 
of the First Primary at the beginning of the Fall Term, and her 
labors have been intelligent, judicious and untiring. She has 
already won the respect and confidence which are essential to 
successful teaching, and we trust we may continue to have her 
services. 

Miss Field has given us another year of excellent work in 
the Second Primary. She is qualified for a much higher grade 
of teaching, but it will be a sad day to our “little folks” when 
they lose her care and skill. She has,unusual aptitude as a 
teacher. 

The influence of a good school, like the influence of a good 
home, is often neglected and best appreciated by its absence. 
The welfare and character of our town, thirty years hence, will 
be determined rather by our schools than by our industries. We 
can better afford to leave an inheritance of poverty to our chil- 
dren than an inheritance of ignorance and vice ; and as it is every 
man’s duty to care for the sanitary condition of the community, 
so it is every man’s duty to provide for the education of the chil- 


dren of the town.

The teachers and pupils during the summer. term, with few 
exceptions, did faithful work. 

I do not wish to praise or condemn any teacher. ‘There are 
those who have proved themselves thorough and energetic teach- 
ers, others who need broader views, which can be obtained only 
by further study, on their part, and more experience in teaching. 
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Our school-houses are poorly supplied with apparatus to as- 
sist in teaching. 

Not until parents take a more active interest, and more lib- 
eral means are provided for their support, can we expect that our 
schools will take the high rank that the welfare of the town de- 
mands they should hold.

The three terms of school in District No. 2 were taught by 
Anna M. Tenney. Although inexperienced she has shown an 
aptness for teaching which combined with ability, thoroughness 
and system, also a love for the work, enables her to rank among 
the best of our teachers. 

Nellie M. Fellows was employed for the two terms of school 
in No. 3. Success attended her efforts as in former terms. 

The past year the school in No. 4 has been in charge, of 
Cora E. Burbank. A competent, able and systematic teacher, 
yet she failed to realize that the graded school system could not 
be advantageously used in our mixed, district schools; and in 
striving to advance the higher classes, did not give due attention 
to the primary. 

The summer term in No. 5 was taught by Christie E. War- 
den. For the fall and winter Susie B. Bliss worked hard in the 
school room, but failing to awaken a commendable degree of in- 
terest in a part of the pupils, did not attain the success desirable. 
A teacher competent, but not among the first in discipline. 

Mrs. Jennie Babbitt Fairbanks maintained her former good 
reputation as a teacher of small scholars, in the summer and fall 
in District No. 6. In winter Minnie T. Clark taught a short 
term. School opened well at its commencement, but was not 
visited at its close, sickness of both teacher and pupils making 
it necessary to close it sooner than expected. 

Katie M. Howland taught the fall term in No. 7, gaining the 
love and esteem of her pupils. In some branches the scholars 
made marked improvement, especially in drawing and painting ; 
but from lack of thoroughness the school did not do itself jus- 
tice. In winter J. G. Cunningham here made his first acquaint- 
ance with a district school. Although laboring under the disad- 
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vantage of inexperience, he strove to faithfully do his duty to 
his pupils by making them do theirs. At the closing examin- 
ation, promptness, accurateness and a good understanding of the 
branches studied was manifest in nearly every recitation. 

The one term of school in District No. 8 was taught by Al- 
pheus A, Hurlbutt. Scholars appeared interested and studious. 
Order good. 

Miss Dudley is now teaching the one term of this district, 
No. 9. 

Summer school in No. ro was taught by Rena Waterman. 
Diantha C. Clark maintained her former reputation as a good 
teacher, during the fall term. 

District No. 11 had but one term school, taught by Clara A. 

Goss, in summer. 
Helen A. Martin taught the summer term in No. 12. In 
the fall Carrie A. Bliss strove to do well, and with experience 
and a better acquaintance with some branches, may become suc- 
cessful as a teacher. 

Ida F. Ward had charge of the S00 in No. 13 for the 
year. Owing to the ill health of the teacher, the school did not 
prove as profitable as it otherwise would, although she tried to 
faithfully perform her duties. 

There was no school during the year in No. 14. 

S. Lillian Derby taught the school in No. 15. Visited the 
last term once ; scholars gave evidence that the teacher was not 
remiss in her ae 

Mary E. Hall was the only teacher employed in No. 16. 
When visited, school appeared in good working condition; fail- 
ing to receive seasonable notice, did not visit it at its close. 

Summer term in No, 17 taught by Abbie C. Thompson, fall 
term by Cornelia Field, school profitable, scholars making good 
progress in their studies. Singing was an interesting feature, in 
which all the scholars joined. 

In No. 18 Nellie J. Barber taught in summer, and Alice H. 
Hurlbutt in fall, under whose instruction the scholars made good 
progress. 

In making my report, I am requested by my predecessor to 
report the names of teachers, length of s¢hgols, and number of 
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scholars of the summer schools. The fall and winter terms tak- 
en as a whole, have proved: superior to corresponding terms of 
last year; yet_there is a good chance for improvement. While 
occasionally we find a teacher possessing natural gifts, combined 
with a thorough preparation for the work, these with experience 
“will enable such to make a name as great and enduring as mind 
itself, and whose influence will be felt through succeeding gener. 
ations, long as time shall last. Many do not choose the calling 
for any love for the work, but rather as a means of support or a 
pastime until something better presents itself. On account of 
the imperfect manner in which some of the teachers have made 
their reports, I would call the attention of all those who wish to 
teach in town the coming year, to chapter 89, section r6 of Gen- 
eral Laws, to be found on the first page of cover of the school 
register, and would advise the committee, both superintending 
and prudential, to require the school registers to be correctly 
filled and returned before paying any teacher for their services. 
All of which is respectfully submitted.
